A REAL JEKYLL AND HYDE

Thief Who Taught Sunday School
in the Morning and Hobbed
at Night.
Thomas, an [nsurance
agent living at No. % Classon avenue,
Brookyln, wan arralgned beafore Judge
O'Sullivan in Part V of General Sessions,
New York, for sentence on a conviction
of hurgiary, the usual biographica] ques-
tiona were put to him. and he sald that
he had never betore been convicted

Judge O'Sulllvan then handed him a let-
ter from Scotland Yard, containing a
description of himself, along with a pho-
tograph, and stating that he had served
several terms in English penal Institu-
tions. He also handed Thomas a letter
from the warden of the Illinols state
penitentiary at Jolet, I1L, also contain-
ing & phograph and description of him,
and saying that he had served & term
there for a felony. \

Thomaa broke ddwn after reading the
two letters, and admitted that they were
true. He was arrested the tast time on
February 2, In the Transit bullding, No,
b East Forty-secqgnd street, by James
Darren, the superintendent of the bulld-
ing, who turned him over to Detective
Van Twistern of the East Fifty-first
street sintion, charging him with having
robbed a number of the offices In the
butiding. He was tfed last week and
his remarkable coriminal bent, coupled
with a llking for respectable soclety and
companionship, was brought out.

After sentencing him to a stralght term
of four and a half years In Sing Bing,
Judge O'Bulllvan sald to Thomas;

"Yours Is one of the strangest cases
that has ever come before this court. On
kix days of the week you were an honsst
industrious, eonscientious citizen, a Dr.
Jekyl, earning a good salary, and asso.
ciating with decent people; and on the
seventh day that you were brought up to
revere. you were o Mr. Hyde.

"You devoted the morning of that day
to God, teaching In a Sunday school and
instructing young people as to the ways
they ahould tread. But in the afterncon
and evening of that Babbath day, you des
vated your time to stealing

“You are one man In a milllon. Golng
to prison with the good will of those who
believe you, despile the fact that you are
a hardened criminal, you succeeded In
drawing to you a cultured, refined young
woman. She was willing to marry you,
and has written me and begged me to
give you a suspended aentence in order
that she may marry you. Bhe believes
that her Influehce would have a reforma-
tory effect upon you, but 1 do not see |t

CHANCES OF _|.|i=E IMPROVING

Youth of Today Has Proapecot of
Longer Life Ahead Than
in 187D,

A child under 6 years of age at present
may reasonably look forward to a life of
fifty<two years, while thirty-one years
ago & child of that age could sxpect to
live only forty-one years, according te an
Important “life table' [ssued by the de-
partment of health after the most careful
mathematical calcuiations covering all
statistics between 1570 and the present
time,

While the normal expectancy of a child
under 5 has been Increased ecleven years,
largely through the Improvements in sani-
tary conditions, the fight against tuber-
culosis, and the overcoming of many of
the diseases, such as diphtheria, scariet
fever, and meningitis, which usually af-
fected children, the expectancy for oon-
tinued life In persons more than 4 years
old I» diminishing. That Is;, the table pre-
pared in 15882, by the late Dr. John 8
Billings, showed that & man of 4 years
of age could reasonably expect to live
twenty-two mnd one-half years more,
while ths table now |ssued shows that
a man at # may expect to live only
twenty-two years and one month.

From 40 years on there s & constantly
increasing diminution of the expectancy
of life an compared with the statistics of
thirty-one years ago. The report also
shown that the femala portion of the
population has a much better chanoe to
live long than the male portion.”

Speaking of the decrease in the expecs
tancy of life after 40 years, the report
staten:

“Within the last twenty years there
has been n considerable Increase in the
mortality from certaln disesascs that af-
fect the vital organs of the hody, such as
the heart, Kidneys. stomach, liver and
intestines. The death rate from cancer,
heart diseascs, and kidney dipeases has
inerveased considerably within a genera-
tion. Accompanying this increased mor.
tality has heen an Increase in the con-
sumption of spirituous lquors and nitro-
genoun articles of food—Iin other words,
too much drink and too much meat
